Humboldt general assem bly 
was not a you ii g town th»*n, but bond 
voting was the fashion, and Humboldt, 
which was old enough to know better, 
voted bonds to the extent of |1 76,000 
for the road. 
Not satisfied w ith this 
debt, in I HTG the town voted $26,000 to 
the Fort Scott, Humboldt and Western, 
a r*»ad known in the west as the “ Old 
Fifth Parallel. ” 
This road w as graded 
from Fort .Scott to Humboldt, bot it 
wa* never at]nipped. The grade may be 
seen today by passengers riding along 
the M issouri Pac I Aa Rut the grade did 
not bring the fl*»od of trade that was ex­ 
pected, and the honda being sold to the 
usual “ innocent purchaser” the town 
began to skirmish around the oourts to 
keep from paying an unjust debt. 
The 
inevitable came, and In 1878 the town, 
as a legal corporation, dissolved into 
thin air. 
Then when th** officer of the court 
came to Humboldt in 1878 tooom pel the 
mayor to turn over the interest due on 
the bonds he found that, although there 
had been a nxlhot election the spring 
liefore, ami although them was a man 
there called mayor, there was in deed 
and in legal truth no mayor at all. 
The situation has remained the same 
for 18 years. Iii two years more the debt 
w ill be outlawed. 
Theu Humboldt is 
ooining up to breathe the free air once 
more us a municipal corporation. 
At 
present the programme is written upon 
a “ tangled web. ” Every year the mayor 
and city ooh Heil are elected. The old ad­ 
m inistration retires and the new adm in­ 
istration cornea in—-only it doesn't. 
It 
oomes to the threshold, but it doesn't 
enter 
It does not “qualify. ” 
Tho council meets w ithout the oath of 
office. 
The mayor is merely chairman 
of a committee of oitixens— the council 
— and the meetings of the com m ittee are 
hold regularly. 
Ordinances are passed 
giving the city marshal and the street 
commissioner power to keep the town 
orderly and clean. 
The oounoil cannot 
handle any public money. 
The little 
money used by the council is raised by 
private subscription among the residents 
of the town, and as it doesn’t go through 
any red tape machine ami as every one 
who pays these volunteer taxes knows 
just how rn ach lie pays for everything 
the m oney is not. squandered. 
It is, in 
fact, a business administration. 
Tile 
city marshal is only a flat functionary. 
As city marshal Im has power to do 
nothing exoopt scare sm all boys who 
throw melon rinds in the alleys and to 
notify owners of pigpens to clean up, 
but as constable of Humboldt township 
he can arrest men and enforoe the laws 
as w ell as tim hest policeman in the 
world. 
Tim street commissioner has no power, 
save w ith tim consent of tim people, 
whoso property ho grades up or down. 
He is a sort of advisory board. The city 
clerk issues licenses to show which are 
dearly fiat, ami bis records of the pro­ 
ceedings of the council would have no 
weight ii) any court 
None of these ap­ 
pointive officers qualifies. 
The whole 
machinery of adm inistration in the little 
town in carried on by common consent 
The present mayor— the man who was 
elected, btu who bas not qualified ami 
w ill not— is VV. T. MoElroy, editor of 
the Humboldt Union. Mr. MoElroy has 
Usui in the little town for 30 years, and 
his paper is 
I years old. 
He thinks 
when tim citizens get out of this hole 
tim man who offers to vote a boud on 
the town site w ill lie hanged. 
He says that the oity stands ready to 
compromise w ith the “ innocent pur­ 
chasers’* of the bonds for exactly what 
the purchasers are alleged to have paid, 
26 oents on the dollar. This proposition, 
he declares, has been made and rejected 
several ti mea Every few months an of­ 
ficer from some court tries to find funds 
of the extinct corporation in some bank 
in the country.
